Kings greatneſſe and authoritie : Burt on the contrarie, wee 
promiſe and ſweares that wee ſhall, tothe uttermoſt of our 
wer, with our meanes and lives, ſtand tothe defence of our 
read Soveraigne, theKings Majeſtie, his Perfon, and Autho- 
ritie, inthe defenceand preſervation of the foreſaid erue Religi- 
on, Liberties and Lawes of the Kingdome: As alſo tothe mu- 
tuall defence and affiſtance, every one of us of another in the 
ſame cauſe of maintaining the true Religion, and his Majeſties 
Authoritie, with our beſt counſell, our bodies, meanes, and 
' whole power againſt all ſorts of perſons whatſoever, So that 
whatſoever ſhall be done to thelcaſt of us for that cauſe, ſhall 
bee taken as done to us all in generall, and to every one of us'in 
particular. And that wee ſhall neitherdirealy nor indiretly 


WW ſuffer our ſelves to bee divided or-withdrawn by whatſoever 


ſuggeſtion, allurement; or terrour from this bleſſed and Joyall 
Conjun&ion, nor ſhall caſt in any let or impediment; that may 
Ray or hinder any ſuch reſolution asby common conſent ſhall 


' -. be found to conduce for ſo-good ends. But on the contrarie, 


ſhallby all lawfull meanes labour to further and promovethe 
fame, and if -any ſuch dangerous and diviſfiye motion be made 
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to us by Word or Writ, Wes and eyery one of us, ſhall either 
ſuppreſſe it, or if need bee' ſhall incontinent makethe ſame -? 
known, that it may betimeouſly obviated: neither do we fear 
the foule aſperfions of rebellion, combination, or whateclſe 
our adverſaries trom their craft and malice would put upon us, } 


ſeeing what we doe is fo well warranted, and arifeth from an 
unfcined deſire to maintaine the rrue worſhip of God,the Ma- 
jeſtie of our King,and peace of the Kingdome, for the common 


 happinelſle of our ſelves, and the poſteritie. And becauſe wee 
cannot look for a blefling from God upon our proceedings, 6x- - 
cept with our Profeſſion and Subſcription wee joine ſuch a life :; 
and converſation, as beſeemeth Chriſtians, who haverenewed } 
their Covenanant with Godz Wee, therefore, faithfully pro- -* 


miſe, for our ſelyes, our followers, and all other under us,both 
in publick) in our particular families, and perſonall carriage, to 


endevour to keepe our ſelves within the bounds of Chriſtian *? 
libertie, and to be good examples to others of all Godlinelſe, 2} 
Soberneſſe, and Righteouſneſle, and of every duetie we owe to 


God and Man, andthatthis our UJnion and Conjunionmay 
be obſerved without violation, we call the living GOD, the 


Searcher of our Hearts, to witnes, who knoweth this to be our. 
ſincere Deſire, and unfained Reſolution, as we ſhall anſwere 
'to FESVS CHRIST, inthegreat day, and under the paine- 
of Gods everlaſting wrath, and of infamie, and lofſe of all ho. 
nour and reſpect inthis World, Moſt humbly beſeeching the : 
Lord, to ſtrengthen us by his holy Spirit for this end:andto |} 


bleſſe our deſires and proccedings with a happie ſucceſle, that 
Religion and Righteouſneſſe may flouriſh in the Land, to the 
glory of GOD, the honour of our King, and peace and comfort 


of us all.
